PROGRAMS V(A) AND X WHERE OUR RECOMMENDED REDUCTIONS 

ARE LARGER THAN NOMINAL, THE OPERATING AGENCIES SHOULD 

CONCENTRATE ON USING ALTERNATE AVAILABLE FACILITES OR FUNDS. DALE 
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
